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Over the North Pole. 

With a swift and graceful upward sweep 
the Polar Wave left her moorings and 
started on a voyage which was destined 
to prove the most successful and wonder¬ 
ful in the annals of Arctic explorations. 
Swiftly and gently she glided away upon 
the northern breeze, growing smaller and 
smaller to the spectators at Hammerfest, 
and finally melting into the dim atmos¬ 
phere. 

Thus Mr. Andree and his two com¬ 
panions had at last successfully begun 
their carefully planned expedition in 
search of the North Pole. It had been 
the ambition of his life to reach the Pole, 
and for years he had studied the difficul¬ 
ties of Arctic navigation, but had long 
since come to the conclusion that the 
Pole could not be reached bv land or sea. 

He had noticed that the wind con¬ 
stantly blew northward during the month 
of July, and upon this fact he based his 
plans. “ Why cannot the Pole be reached 
through the air?” he often mused, “why 
not take advantage of this breeze and 
float with it up to the North Pole? Noth¬ 
ing could be more simple.” 

So for a year the eyes of the world had 
been watching his preparations in the bal¬ 
loon house at Hammerfest, the most 
northern port of Norway. 

His ship was only a very large balloon 
made of the most durable material, but 
the cage differed from the ordinary. It 
was square, double decked and of wicker 
construction. The upper compartment 
was to contain supplies, instruments for 
scientific observations, breathing machines 


and liquified gases; the lower was warmly 
lined and was to be used for sleeping. 

In such a ship Mr. Andree expected to 
solve the problem which had exercised 
and baffled the thoughts and efforts of 
scientists and explorers for ages; in this 
ship he wished to increase the scientific 
and geographical knowledge of the world, 
and to attach everlasting fame to his 
name. 

But let us return to the adventurers, 
suspended high above the dark waters of 
the Arctic. The balloon is moving along 
rapidly, while they eagerly watch the 
changing scenes. Above them all is 
dark; from below comes the gentle mur¬ 
mur of the blue waters interrupted now 
and then by the sharp crack of an ice¬ 
berg. Far to the South the highlands of 
old Norway are fast disappearing, and it 
is not without a tinge of sadness that they 
catch these last glimpses of their native 
land, which they may never see again. 

After sailing along for several hours, 
they see the icebound Spitzenburg rise 
from the sea and disappear, and soon 
reach the barren snow-covered Franz 
Josef Land. Here they have no difficulty 
in recognizing some of the places de¬ 
scribed by Mr. Nansen in his book. No 
signs of life could be seen in this silent 
land, excepting now then a solitary bear 
wandering among the iev hillocks. 

“ But look to the West. What is that 
dark, whirling, twisting mass?” ’Twas 
evident at a second glance that a furious 
snow storm, in which no balloon could 
live, was bearing rapidly down upon them. 

To sail on meant destruction to their 
ship and themselves, and their long-cher-

This issue of the Tech is plainly an 
athletic number, and it is right that it 
should be. Base ball is the subject that is 
now engrossing the minds of almost all of 
us, and it seems fitting that much of our 
space should be devoted to the interests 
of this sport, especially since our team has 
met with such gratifying success. Our 
games have been fairly well patronized, 
but there are some students of the school 
whom we know have not witnessed a single 
game with an outside school. It seems 
incredulous to us that any one can be 
capable of displaying such a lack of inter- 
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est and school patriotism, and it is to be 
hoped that the time will come when each 
student will consider the base ball and 
foot ball teams, not as belonging to the 
school, but as the property of the indi¬ 
vidual himself. 

The subject of athletic support is often 
quite a serious one, and an obstacle some¬ 
times difficult to surmount. Many schools 
cannot support a team of any kind simply 
because the students do not have the spirit 
of school loyalty that should characterize 
the pupils of any school. Even when 
student support is good, the gate receipts 
are often insufficient to pay the expenses 
of the visiting team. Then, again, in case 
the weather will not permit of the game, 
after the visiting team has arrived, the 
guarantee must still be made good, even 
though the treasury be bankrupt. Every 
athletic board or association should have 
a treasury to fall back upon in case of such 
an emergency and how to keep it on a strong 
financial basis is a puzzling question. Pop¬ 
ular subscription can be depended upon 
for a small amount perhaps once in a year, 
but only once. Some schools, though few, 
have a regular athletic fund. The means 
of securing a fund, which is coming more 
and more into favor among the schools, 
is by the addition of a small sum to the 
tuition of each student at the beginning of 
the year, thus guaranteeing a strong treas¬ 
ury and entitling each student to free ad¬ 
mission to all the games played. With 
the addition of a dollar to the fee of each 
Bradley student, the Board could depend 
upon five or six hundred dollars for meet¬ 
ing the expenses of next year’s athletics, 
which would, without a doubt, be amply 
sufficient, and relieve the Board of much 
anxiety and labor.

Mr. H. J Rogers, American Commis¬ 
sioner of Educational Interest to the Paris 
P^xposition, has invited the Bradley Insti¬ 
tute to furnish material for one section of 
the Manual Art exhibit. Moreover, Mr. 
Bennett has been consulted in regard to 
the outline of the work in grades, etc., and 
his ideas will be largely carried out in ar- 
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ranging the exhibit. This is a great honor, 
and shows how our reputation is already 
growing. 

Some of the students of the Lower 
Academy seem to have a fad of playing 
with the curtains and windows in the 
chapel. Not long ago during a heavy 
rainstorm one of the transom windows 
was broken to fragments by the careless¬ 
ness of one of these pupils, and for a time 
there was danger of much damage from 
the influx of water. Only the prompt ar¬ 
rival of the janitor, who closed up the 
window with oil cloth, saved the room 
from a thorough wetting. An eye should 
be kept upon all such offenders. 

At last we are to have a school pin. 
The Athletic Board has taken the mat¬ 
ter in hand, and after selecting a suitable 
design, has sent an order to New York 
for a hundred or more as the first install¬ 
ment. The pin is in the design of a pen¬ 
nant with the letters B. P. I. thereon. 
They are to be gotten up in three degrees 
of material and valuation, viz: silver, 
rolled gold and solid gold. As the price 
of the rolled gold pin is only one dollar 
the first installment, which is composed 
chiefly of this variety, should be readily 
disposed of. 

Mr. W. H. Packard spent most ot the 
recent week’s vacation at the University 
of Illinois, selecting from the duplicate 
insects of the State Laboratory collection 
a fine collection of some 900 fully identi¬ 
fied specimens for the Biological depart¬ 
ment of the Institute. When these are 
arranged they will form a valuable part 
of the working equipment of our labora¬ 
tory. The institute is much indebted to 
Professor Forbes through whom the col¬ 
lection was received; to Mr. Hart, the 
State Entomologist for his assistance to 
Mr. Packard and to the latter for his 
trouble and labor in selecting and labeling 
these specimens. 


The Art exhibit which was held at the 
Institute during the vacation week was a 
perfect success, and attracted many visit¬ 
ors, both from out of town, and local. 
The exhibits showed the development 
that is being made along the line of art in 
the public schools, and some of the work 
done by children of the lower grades was 
little less than marvelous. We hope that 
this particular line of public school edu¬ 
cation has no detrimental effect upon the 
fundamental and necessary elements of 
learning — arithmetic and grammar. It 
would seem that these two branches are 
given little enough attention as it is. One 
of the chief attractions was the model 
school room, which was entirely novel and 
ideal from an artistic point of view. The 
exhibition by the Pratt Institute of bent 
iron and wood inlaying work was also of 
special interest, and sets a good standard 
for our Institute in the line of manual 
arts. There were also exhibitions of wood 
work, iron work and drawing by students 
of the Institute. The convention was a 
success from beginning to end, and we 
feel sure that Bradley received quite an 
impetus in the way of advertisement. 

Luncheon Party. 

The cooking classes of the Institute are 
becoming renowned for their culinary 
ability. The second year class has already 
given two small receptions during the 
past month, and on Monday, May 15th, 
the three classes united their forces in 
giving a luncheon for the Grinnell base 
ball team, together with some of the mem¬ 
bers of our own team and Athletic Board. 

After luncheon, the guests were shown 
around the buildings and grounds, where 
they met a number of the students and 
P'aculty. 

Among those present were: Messrs. 
Taft, Higgs, Fisk, Wheeler, Rawson, 
Clark, Coggeshell, Herr and Dole, of 
Grinnell; Chas. Lyon, Brown, McCly- 
ment, Crawshaw, E. P. Lyon, P'uller and 
O’Rear, of Peoria. 
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This month has witnessed a great string 
of victories for Bradley Institute’s base 
ball team, and the air is full of base ball 
enthusiasm. These victories seem all the 
more glorious, in that the out-look was 
not bright a month ago. In quick succes¬ 
sion the colleges of central Illinois have 
fallen before Captain Porter’s Maroons, and 
today Bradley Institute holds a high place 
among college athletic teams.

In five 
innings they did manage to get two runs 
in, but during that same period of time, 
the Instituters were hitting the ball right 
and left, scoring twelve times. 

At the end of the fifth, Manager Alt¬ 
man, of Lincoln, attempted to put a cer¬ 
tain Woodward in the box, and, therefore, 
a little trouble arose. President Turner, 
of the University, had promised that 
Woodward, who is a rank professional, 
should not go into the game. When Lin¬ 
coln persisted upon breaking her promises, 
Bradley, true to her principles, left the 
field. Enough has been said of the treat¬ 
ment accorded the Maroons after the 
game.

The outfield was not up 
to its present form, but Kanne did excep¬ 
tionally brilliant work, picking one hard 
line hit off the left field fence, after a

Wesleyan Goes Down. 


The Maroons won a second game from 
Wesleyan, on the Institute campus, on

Bradley started in to win from the first.

At numerous other stages of the game 
Bradley men trotted around the corners, 
notably in the fourth inning, when eight 
hits, aided by two errors and a gift piled 
up ten runs. 

With the exception of the sixth inning 
the locals played fast ball. Miller pitched 
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a strong game throughout, but the play¬ 
ing behind him in the sixth almost lost 
the game. Thorpe was retired from 
Miller to Porter. O’Dwyer came to bat. 
He sent a nice one down to Brown, but 
Ted fumbled, O’Dwyer reaching first, and 
the exhibition was startled.

Grinned Wins on Errors. 

The greatest game of the year was 
played on the campus, Monday afternoon, 
May 15th, before a brilliant crowd of 
some five hundred people, who filled the 
bleachers, and surrounded the ropes on 
foot and in carriages. These people 
came with dim hopes of a Bradley vic¬ 
tory, and when for several innings it 
seemed like a sure thing for the locals, 
there was the most unbounded outburst 
of enthusiasm ever witnessed on the field 

Most prominent of all those present at 
the game was Mrs. Bradley, who was 
accompanied by Mrs. Baggs, her niece, 
and Director Sisson. Mrs. Bradley took 
a very great interest in the game and was 
exceedingly anxious that the Maroons 
should win. This was the first athletic 
contest she has witnessed at the Institute, 
but she is said to be quite friendly toward 
the sport. 

Grinnell College, unbeaten champions of 
Iowa, came in prime condition for the 
game, feeling confident of victory. They 
got the victory, too, by the score of 12 to 
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7, but it was only by a happenstance, 
sometimes otherwise known as an error. 
It was not because they are better ball 
players than the Maroons, or because 
Captain Higgs is a better pitcher than 
Fred Miller. To the contrary, Miller 
plainly outshines the big Iowan, and 
Bradley plays faster ball than Grinnell, 
but that seventh inning, with a costly 
misjudgment by Fuller, gave the visitors 
the game. Not that this was the only 
error. Ye gods and little fishes, no ! 
There were eight others, but this one 
seems directly to be the one, as it was 
followed by five runs which Grinnell 
never should have had. There was a 
visitor on second and one on third, with 
two men gone. Wheeler batted one down 
to Fuller. This young gentleman, the 
fast and steady fielder that he generally 
is, lost his head for a second, and threw 
wildly to home, when he should have 
retired Wheeler at first. What followed 
is already as well-known, though, perhaps, 
not so widely, as the events which fol¬ 
lowed Dewey’s breakfast in Manila bay. 

Up to the seventh it was clearly Brad¬ 
ley's game. The Institutes were hitting 
the ball effectively and doing fast fielding. 
Fred Miller, on the slab, was pitching the 
game of his life and Grinnell was kept 
guessing. But this inning, when the 
visitors bunched four hits, with Fuller’s 
two errors, and loose playing in general 
by the Maroons, gave the visitors the 
game. 

The disagreeable part of the afternoon’s 
sport came in the last inning when Brad¬ 
ley started out like a whirlwind to pull 
the game out of the fire. Umpire Burd, 
of Grinnell, by two utterly rank decisions, 
shut the locals off with one run, and, per¬ 
haps, saved the game for his team.

Not Lost But Stolen. 

Bradley Wins, 5 to 4> and is fobbed of the Victory. 

Peorians and all fair-minded people ac¬ 
cept the Bradley Institute Maroons as the 
college champions of Central Illinois. To¬ 
day Captain Porter’s sturdy batters hold 
that coveted place, and hold it on their 
merits. Every college team in this section 
of the State has fallen before the Maroons. 
Long live Bradley. 

The most absurd, the most unfair, the 
dirtiest treatment ever accorded a college 
team on a college campus was that given 
the Maroons by Knox College in the 
game played at Galesburg, on Wednes¬ 
day, the 24th. In one of the closest and 
most exciting contests ever witnessed in 
Galesburg, Captain Porter’s boys won 
fairly by a score of 5 to 4. They won be¬ 
cause they played the kind of ball that 
wins; because Fred Miller, always a good 
pitcher, was never better, and because 
their few hits came at opportune times. 
And then Knox, suffering with the sting 
of defeat, chagrined on her own grounds, 
before a thousand of her own people — 
Knox, by the foulest intrigue ever perpe¬ 
trated, deliberately stole the game from 
the Peoria boys; and now, degenerate as 
she is in her athletics, crows over a vic¬ 
tory which she claims by a score of 6 to 5. 

In the first inning alone did Bradley 
play loose ball. Two of the seven Knox 
hits came then. Miller hit one batter, 
gave Rebscher a pass, and A. Dodge 
scored. With three men on bases, Wilson 
landed on the sphere for a long hit to 
right. It looked good, but Kanne was 
there. After slipping and nearly falling, 
he pulled the ball in by a great left hand 
catch, and brought the crowd to its feet 
in cheers for him. This sensational play¬ 
ing characterized the game throughout. 

Bradley scored three times in the third, 
by good batting and fast base running. 
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Page went to first on Wilson’s error. 
Moore walked. Kanne struck out. Brown 
advanced the runners with a neat sacri¬ 
fice. Fuller connected for a long hit to 
right, scoring Page and Moore. Porter’s 
single scored Fuller. Mac. fanned. 

Again, in the fifth, Kanne and Brown 
scored on Porter’s two-base hit, and the 
game was won right there. 

Knox scored two in her half of the 
fifth, through Brown’s and Porter’s errors 
and Stevenson’s two-base hit. Knox 
scored again in the sixth, through errors 
by Page and Mac. and Dodge’s single. 
This sixth was the inning which was, later 
in the game, taken up and used by Knox 
to rob Bradley of the victory. In this 
inning, Lucas took his base on Page’s 
error, Porter on Mac.’s error. A. Dodge 
singled and scored Lucas. Gaines flew 
out to Brown, Switzer flew out to Moore, 
and Moore, by an elegant throw, caught 
Dodge off second, making the third out. 
During the play, Porter (Knox) was run¬ 
ning home from third. The score did not 
count (at the time). It was so declared, 
both scorers so scored it, and both teams 
so understood it. Knox raised no protest 
to it. But when they came to bat in the 
ninth, after three innings had passed, they 
raised a united howl, and Umpire Sisson, 
of Knox, declared that Porter’s score had 
counted. In the light of all fairness it 
did not count, and Umpire Sisson had no 
power to so declare it. The steal could 
not have been fouler. Bradley was forced 
to play out the tenth inning, or forfeit the 
game, and in this inning, when Miller was 
pitching fine ball, Umpire Sisson deliber¬ 
ately filled the bases for Knox. Bradley 
was discouraged, Miller threw his first 
wild ball of the game, and Porter of Knox 
crossed the plate. The game was over. 
The score of the game played for nine 
innings, and fairly won bv Bradley, fol¬ 
lows:
